A Proclamation for the better direction of thoſe 


who deſire to repaire to che Court, for the Cure 
of their diſeaſe, called, T he Kings Euill. 


— NHereas by the grace and bleſsing of God, the Kings and Queenes 
J > | of this Realme by many ages paſt, haue had the happineſle by their ſa- 

{ cred Touch, and inuocation of the Name of God, to cure thoſe who are 

9} afflicted with the diſeaſe called, T be Kings Euill: And his now moſt Excel- 
* lent Maieſtie, in no leſſe meaſure then anpof his Royall Pzedeceſſozs, 
hath Had good ſucceſſe herein e in His moſt gracious and pious diſpoſi⸗ 
tion, is as ready and willing as any King oz Queene of this Realme 
euer was, in anything to relicue the diſtreſſes and neteſlitie of his good 
Subiects pet in his Pzincely wiledome fozeleeing, that in this (as in all 
| other things) oꝛder is to be obſerued, and fit times are neceſſarily to be 
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perature ot the ſeaſon, and in reſpect of any contagion which may happen in this neere acteſſe to 
his Maieſties Sacred perſon; And his Maieſtie doth accozdingly will and command, that from 
the tune of publiſhing this Pꝛoclamation, none pꝛeſume to repaire to his Maieſties Royall 
Court to be healed of that dilcaſe, befoꝛe the Feaſt of S. Michael now next comming, The danger 
being now viſible to haue any concourſe of people in this Spꝛing oz Summer time to haue reſoꝛt 
to this Citie of London, the place of His vſuall acteſſe, oꝛ to his Court oz Royall Perſon. 

And his Maieſtie doth further will and command , that all ſuch as hereakter (hall come oꝛ re⸗ 
paire to the Court foꝛ this purpoſe, ſhall bzung with them Certificates vnder the hands of the 
Parſon, Uitar, oꝛ Miniſter, and Churchwardens of thoſe leuerall Pariſhes where they dwell, 
and from whence they tome, teſtitying accoꝛding to the tructh, that they haue not any time befoze 
been touched by the King, to the intent to be healed of that diſeaſe. 

And his Maieſty doeth ſtraitly charge all Juſtices of the Peace , Conſtables, and other Offi⸗ 
ters, That they doe not ſuffer any to paſſe, but ſuch as haue luch Certificates, vpon pane of his 
Maieſties diſpleaſure. | 

And, to the end that all his louing Dubrects may the better take knowledge of this his Maie⸗ 
ſties pleaſure and tommand, his Will ts, That this Pꝛotlamation be pubſiſhed and affired in ſome 
open place in euery market Towne of this Realine; All which his Mairzftie hamng by fozmer 
Pꝛotlamations, vpon the like occaſion publiſhed and cormmmanded,He doth now againe tommand 
ſtrictly to be oblerued, by all and cuery perlon and perſons whom it ſhall oꝛ map concerne , vpon 
ſuch pames and penalties as map be inflicted vpon them foꝛ the neglect thereof.
